BUTLER GEARS UP FOR RIO 
AND THE NEXT NBA SEASON

There was a deafening roar inside the United Center on Friday night when both 
Tom Thibodeau and Jimmy Butler were introduced as members of Team USA 
before the squad tipped off against Venezuela. It was a show of appreciation for 
both a former and a current member of the Bulls organization that made everyone 
in attendance smile. Perhaps many were nostalgic about all that Thibodeau and 
Butler had accomplished in helping make the Bulls a perennial contender, and 
it was also a moment to say thanks to both, particularly the former coach who 
essentially left town and didn’t get a chance to say a proper goodbye. 


“{The reaction] was great,” said Team 
USA head coach Mike Krzyzewski— a Chi- 
cago native— of the ovation lavished upon 
Thibodeau. “I love the fact that my town gave 
the guy who gave them his heart and soul for 
the number of years he’s been here and ac- 
knowledged that. That’s a great, great thing. 
I’m proud of my city for doing that.” 

Thibodeau himself was also appreciative of 
the love he received on Friday night. 

“I was very fortunate to have the opportu- 
nity to coach here,” he said. 

“{The Bulls have a] great 
history great tradition and 
we had great guys. It was 
very enjoyable to coach that 
team.” 

However, in spite of the 
moment of reflection and 
once again sharing the Unit- 
ed Center floor as mem- 
bers of the same team one 
more time, both Butler and 
Thibodeau are singularly fo- 
cused on one thing: bringing 
a gold medal home from Bra- 
zil at the conclusion of their play in the 2016 
Summer Olympics. 

“I never thought growing up that I would 
be drafted in the NBA, much less represent- 
ing my country in the Olympics,” Butler said. 
“You have people who played on the Olympic 
team more than others, but it’s like a brand- 
new family right now, the way we’re so close. 
You would think we’ve been together for 
more than the time we’ve been together.” 


The Team USA squad will get one more 
tune-up game in Houston on Monday night be- 
fore departing for Rio. Once the Olympics are 
done, both Butler and Thibodeau will have to 
shift their mindsets from international play and 
re-focus on the upcoming NBA season. 

Thibodeau will begin his new role as head 
coach and general manager of a young and 
extremely talented Minnesota Timber- 
wolves squad, while Butler will be preparing 
to assume an official leadership role on the 
new-look Bulls, featuring 
talented teammates includ- 
ing Dwyane Wade and Rajon 
Rondo. 

Here at home, the 2016-17 
NBA season should be an ex- 
citing one as the Bulls have 
managed to maintain their 
star power and assemble a 
squad that, barring injury 
can compete for being one 
of the better teams in the 
Eastern Conference. 

“I think I have to catch 
up with them, the winning 
mentality,” Butler said of playing with Rondo 
and Wade. “I think I can learn a lot from those 
guys, what it takes to win each and every day 
Obviously, D-Wade with multiple champion- 
ships, Rondo his intensity; that’s something I 
need to get better at. So those two guys can 
show me that way” 

It looks like everyone, while trying to re- 
main in the present, is excited about what the 
future will hold this season.

With any sequel 
that extends beyond 
the reaches of a 
franchise’s original 
storyline, you run the 
risk of spoiling the 
crystallized image of 
the world left behind. 
And for Harry Potter 
fans, the world of the 
seven-book series is 
a damn near perfect 
one. 

Yet the thirst for 
a continuation to the Potter story has been 
ever-present since the release of the seventh 
book in 2007. So what’s the middle ground 


between the two? 

J.K. Rowling’s answer 
to that predicament is to 
turn a would-be eighth 
book into a play: the 
ominously titled “Harry 
Potter and the Cursed 
Child,” now playing at 
London’s West End and 
released as a hardcover script— with typical 
midnight release fanfare— on July 31. 

“Harry Potter and the Cursed Child” is 
not actually written by Rowling, but rather 
based off a storyline by her, director John 
Tiffany and writer Jack Thorne (who also 
penned the script). It follows the early Hog- 
warts career of Albus Severus Potter, Harry’s 


difficult middle child and the eponymous 
cursed child. 

The play picks up where “Harry Potter 
and the Deathly Hallows” left off— King’s 
Cross Station, 19 years after the Battle of 
Hogwarts. This kind of beginning is a tough 
hurdle to climb. Because it needs to provide 
momentum, the first scene loses a lot of the 
sweet finality it carried as the original epi- 
logue. Instead of an emotional farewell, it’s 
now exposition— it opens at the close. 

From there, the storyline ramps up and 
runs a 308-page sprint to the finish line. “Fast- 
paced” is an easy word to use to describe plot, 
but that’s exactly what this one is— barely 
pausing to catch a breath, accelerating way 
beyond the reaches of the places I expected it 


to go. It’s difficult to articulate without spoil- 
ing anything (#KeepTheSecrets), but suffice 
it to say that you won’t see the crux of the 
story coming. 

Obviously, reading a play is quite a differ- 
ent experience than reading a novel, and you 
get the sense that some of the script can’t 
fully be fathomed without seeing it staged. 
Unlike the book series, in which imagination 
is free to roam pretty much as the reader 
pleases, the hyperspecific stage directions 
of the play leave you somewhat limited and 
grasping for a certain kind of mental picture. 

There are highs and lows throughout the 
script; sometimes both at the same time. It 
indulges in definitive reader wish fulfillment 
in a way that only narrowly avoids feeling

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cheap. You’ll notice it, you’ll cringe a little, 
but it still might manage to make you cry 

That’s the ultimate push-and-shove for 
Potter fans: How much is too much? You 
could argue, of course, that Rowling is milk- 
ing the franchise dry Certainly many people 
feel that way and I think even the most loyal 
of HP devotees roll their eyes a bit when she 
unloads each new set of post-facto info on 
Pottermore. 

But somehow, it’s still irresistible. I 
thought I had outgrown that breathless, 
Christmas Eve-type of excitement— the 
kind you only really get as a kid, the anticipa- 
tion of something purely wonderful. And yet 
it hit me full force while standing in line for 
the play’s midnight release, surrounded by 
generation upon generation of Potter fans. 
From young to old, we were all there for that 
feeling. 

Don’t pick up “Cursed Child” expecting 
it to be perfect in any objective sense of the 
word. But I have a suspicion that if you’re a 
lifelong fan, it won’t matter to you either way 
That’s the real magic of “Harry Potter.”

The play, based on a story Rowling 
wrote with playwright Jack Thorne 
and director John Tiffany, arrives nine 
years after the pubUcation of Book 7, 
“Harry Potter and Deathly Hallows,” 
and is billed as “The Eighth Story.” 

“{It} chimed perfectly with the 
material I had about the next gen- 
eration and I could see it would work 
perfectly,” RowUng told Reuters. 
“So, I never wanted to write anoth- 
er novel, but this will give the fans 
something special.” 

The “something special” is certain- 
ly appreciated, but here’s hoping this 
isn’t the true end. The boy who Uved 
still hves, and we’ll always want more.

Emma Watson, the 
actress who embod- 
ied Hermione for 
me through all seven 
“Harry Potter” books 
and all eight movies, 
recently went to see 
the newest install- 
ment in the wizard- 
ing world, “Harry 

Potter and the Cursed Child,” a play— and 
now book— co-penned by J.K. Rowling and 
currently playing on London’s West End. 
The play made some (unnecessary) waves 
when they cast Noma Dumezweni, a black 
actress, as 19 -years -later Hermione. Watson 
said seeing Dumezweni in the play felt like 
meeting her future self and that “Noma was 
everything I could ever hope she would be.” 

Hermione Granger has been my role 
model for as long as I can remember. I read 
“Harry Potter and the Sorcerer’s Stone” 
for the first time right after I turned 7, 
and I fully attribute the majority of who I 
am today to the “insufferable know-it-all” 
who was never ashamed of her status as a 
Muggle-born (a witch or wizard descended 
from non-magical parents) and unabashedly 
used her wits to help those she loved. 

Seeing Watson on the big screen, I felt 
represented as an awkward 8 -year-old who 
read more books than she had friends. I 
may not look exactly like her, but as a book- 
ish and bossy girl, I saw a lot of myself in her 
representation of Hermione. 

While seeing these qualities in my 
beloved heroine may have comforted me, I 
have to acknowledge that not all Hermione 


fans would have been able to feel that same 
bond. Young girls of color might not have 
been able to see themselves in Watson’s 
Hermione as vividly as I could. They may 
have thought, “Sure, it’s OK for her to be 
that way But what does that have to do with 
me?” 

The story of Harry Potter is an allegory 
for racism. Muggle-borns are looked down 
upon— to the point of being excluded from 
schooling, arrested and murdered— by 
purebloods, wizards and witches descended 
from magic familial lines. Hermione, herself 
a Muggle-born, faced this prejudice during 
her time at Hogwarts and while helping 
Harry search out horcruxes. From the first 
time we hear the slur “Mudblood” sneered 
at her by pureblood prat Draco Malfoy we 
know that this inherent quality Hermione 
can’t control makes her less-than in his eyes. 

This was an experience I couldn’t relate 
to, but young women of color could. Why, 
then, were characters of color so absent 
from the books? In Rowling’s defense, they 
may not have been deliberately excluded, 
but an explicit effort to include characters 
of color was absent, an example of inherent 
racial bias. In the movie translations of the 
books, characters that weren’t given any 
skin color were interpreted as white. 

This default of whiteness deprived young 
fans of color of the representation they de- 
served in a series that touched on issues of 
social justice and the systematic oppression 
of a group of people. 

Watson loves black Hermione, and I do, 
too. I am allowed the privilege of seeing 
people who look like me in positions of 
power and in books, movies and television 
shows. Young women of color will now get 
to feel the same ownership and bond to a 
strong female character who made being 
bossy and intelligent cool.
